icant submits a declaration demonstrating completion of the invention in this country 
before the filing date of the Tang patent. Applicant declares that conception of his invention 
occurred before October 26, 2000. Such prior conception is demonstrated, in part, by his 
drawings of the invention created earlier than that date. Applicant also declares that he acted 
diligently to reduce the invention to practice from a time earlier than October 26, 2000 to the 
filing date of this application. Such diligence is demonstrated, in part, by his filing of a 
provisional application covering the invention on February 12, 2001. The Examiner's 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) therefore should be withdrawn. 

For at least the above reasons, claims 7-8 are patentable and in condition for 
allowance.
